STUDY YOUR VINEYARD 


he Fa 


Promptness, foresight and concen- 
tration on the work in hand are the 
qualities needed by the grower who 
has large tracts to look after or 
whose work takes him and his men 
over scattered tracts,’ says William 
Newman in the Sun-Maid Herald. 
Mr. Newman has been a resident of 
the raisin belt for twenty-seven years 
and has owned vineyards most of 
the time. He probably will have 125 
tons of raisins this year in addition 
to large amounts of shipping grapes. 
He is also improving 80 acres, plant- 
ing partly to raisin grapes. 

A watchful eye is needed in raisin 
growing, as much as in any other 
business, in his opinion. The suc- 
cessful grower is he who remembers 
to study his vineyard and _ plows, 
waters, prunes and picks when the 
time is ripe. 

“Study the 
part of the Vineyard, o1 
according to its needs,’ he said re- 
cently. “I found the grapes on one 
piece small and hard and left it 
thinking it would pirne very late I; 
returned in ten days and found the 
grapes ready to ship. The raisin 
grapes may turn out the same way 
this year. They should not be picked 
until they are ripe. 

“Hivery grower should be urged 
to buy a sacchrometer and test his 
crop. Not only will it keep up the 
reputation of Sun-Maid’ raisin quality, 
but it will insure the grower getting 
the most for his crop. In our ship- 
ping grape picking we have a man 
take several tests a day. It is a sim- 
ple matter, and of course in that 
business we would not think of tak- 
ing chances of- mistakes without it. 
Testing by guess misses too often. 
One had just as well do the thing 
right.”

On 
the other hand the Entente Allies have arsenical ore in vast quan- 
ties and ‘‘could make enough bombs in a year to kill every man, 
woman and child in the whole of Germany and Austria-Hungary,”’ 
as a writer comprehensively puts it. 

Now, unless this ‘“‘Schrecklichkeit’’? policy of the Hun war 
lords is effectively stamped out, human life will not be worth a 
moment’s purchase. Modern warfare has made war intolerable 
to any humanely organized mind, and the civilized world has de- 
creed that war shall be abolished for all time. 

The idea of ending militarism has yet to be driven into the 
consciousness of the Germans, and to do this it may be even neces- 
sary to retaliate upon them with their arsine bombs, and other 
devices of the arch hellions of the Wilhelmstrasse.—Portland Argus.

Does !t Pay? 


In one year James J. Hill of the 
ireat Northern Railway demonstrat- 
ed that he could practically double 
the yield of wheat, ba®ley and oats, 
by the use of commercial fertilizers 
These experiments were tried o'1 
five-acre plots (and not 100 square 
feet); 151 plots covering 755 acres 
in all, scattered along the line of 
the Great Northern Railway in Min- 
nesota and North Dakota, the most 
extensive, practical experiment in 
the use of commercial fertilizer the 
world has ever seen. Each acre re- 
ceived $5.39 worth of fertilizer and 
with the followings result: 

The average production of fields in 
Minnesota and North Dakota with- 


out fertilizers, as per the United 
States census report, was: Wheat, 
15.8 bushels per acre, barley 21.9, 


oats 21. In Mr. Hill’s experimental 
plots with fértilizers there were pro- 
duced: Wheat 30 bushels per acre, 
an increase of 89.8 per cent; barle$ 
47 budhels, an increase of 114.6 per 
cent; oats 71 bushels, an increase of 
129 per cent. 

The grain in each case from the 
fertilized plots was much superiur 
in quality and brought a_ higher 
price. This says nothing about the 
better condition the land was left in 
for future crops, and was an experi- 
ment of only one’ year’s duration. 

It is the experience the world 
over, that where good commercial 
fertilizers are used intelligently, that 
not only are larger yields and of 
better quality obtained, but the land 
steadily increases in productiveness. 

Does it pay? In our opinion Mr. 
Hill has fully answered the question 
by practically doubling the yield of 
wheat, barley and oats on 151 dit- 
ferent farms, in one year’s experi- 
menting with commercial fertilizers. 

Suppose the. California sugar beet 
growers and the bean grower shouid 
do as Mr. Hill has done, double their 
yield at-an expense of only $5.39 per 
acre? 

We note in the above that Mr. 
Hill’s experiments were not reported 
with test plots under similar condi- 
tions. But they are compared with 
“average” productions of fields in 
Minnesota and North Dakota with- 
out fertilizers. Now then “average” 
productions of all crops are very low 
and perhaps these Hill demonstra- 
tions might have been under natu- 
rally much better conditions. How- 
ever: there is a lesson in it and 
while the figures may not be abso- 
lute the lesson remains most force-
